Diban was sitting at the kitchen 
table eating when the policemen 
entered. He put up a stiff fight, 
but was subdued and taken to the 
City Sanitarium, from which he es- 
caped Aug. 3. 

He told the officers that he had 
saved scraps of tinfoil with which 
he made a key for the lock of the 
ward for the criminal insane, es- 
caping while attendants were buy 
with other patients. 

Last July, Diban stabbed to 
death an infant in the arms of its 
mother, Mrs. Bahia Farha, at their 
home, 7027 Minnesota avem He 
was tried for the crime and com- 
mitted to the sanitarium in Janu- 
ary. Mrs. Farha’s home has been 
under constant police guard since 
his estcape from the sanitarium, 
but he did not appear there. He 
said he spent the week in “the wil- 
derness.”

In 
less than 30 days, 13 children of 
12 years of age or younger have 
lost their lives on our highways by 
being struck by motor vehicles. 

“Let us review how this hap- 
pened: In several instances these 
children were sent on errands, oth- 
efs were crossing the street with 
other children, most were struck 
at other than regular crossings, 
and most were running to dodge 
motor vehicles. 

“These are all bad causes. This 
day and age it requires great care 
on the part of pedestrians to safe- 
ly get across our highways. Neither 
the young nor the old should at- 
tempt this alone. Never before in 
the history of this office have there 
been so many fatalities to children 
by motor vehicles in so short a 
time. So mothers, please talk to

By virtue of the same Constitu- 
tion, the legislatures of the states 
claim the right to determine the 
number of priests which each dio- 
cese can have. It is hoped that 
the time will arrive when there 
will be too many of them and the 
exercise of the power of their rnin- 


istry will not be permitted on ac-' 


count of the fact that the num- 
ber of priests permitted to do this 
is adready complete. 


Regulations for Priests. 


Some of the laws that emanate 
from this Constitution are _ still 
more radical, and absolutely at- 
tack the dignity and the very ex- 
istence of the Catholic priest. For 
example, in the state of Tabasco 
there is a monstrous law which 
aims to oblige Catholic priests to 
marrq. In the state of Hidalge 
there is another law which dows 
not permit in any case more than 
six priests to get together in the 
same city. In the state of Yuca- 
tan it is determined, how priests 
shall administer the sacrament in 


‘baptism and what materials they 
‘shall employ. 


In the State of Vera Cruz a law 
has suppressed the dioceses of Pa- 
pantla and Tehuantepec, creating 
serious difficulties for the Bishop.

Restrictions on Schools. 

As for the faithful themselves, 
the Constitution prevents the par- 
ents of a family from giving,their 
little children the religious educa- 
tion they may prefer. It orders 
the course in all primary schools, 
the instructions being laical, eveff 
if they are private schools. 

The laws emanating from the 
Constitution forbid giving a school 
the name of Jesus or that of saint. 
They forbid the existence of pri- 
vate chapels and oratories in the 
interior of these schools. They for- 
bid the public manifestation of 
their worship, even carrying badges 
and banners of a religious charac- 
ter through the streets. 

Lastly are forbidden all news- 
papers of an ecclesiastical charac- 
ter, even those which in comment- 
ing on political events have a re- 
ligious tendency. 

All these attempts against the 
relizious liberty and liberty of con- 
science, and many others possible 
to enumerate, are those which 
Senor Calles calls low and those 
to which he wishes to force Mexi- 
can Catholics to submit. Because 
they protest and refuse to obey 
these outraceous depositions, Se- 
nor Calles says they are rebels and 
that he does not persecute Catho- 
lics, but only wishes to make them 
comply with the law. 

And it is precisely in wishing to 
impose these laws that persecution 
exists. 


Registration of Priests. 


Senor Calles says he does 
know why the priests refuse to 
comply with a police ordinance re- 
quiring them to register with the 
municipal authorities, so that the 
Government may know who are in 
charge of the churches which be- 
long to the nation. 

In the first place, so far as the 
churches being the property of the 
nation, that results from the same 
oppressive laws to which we have 
referred.

The President of your country, 
his excellency, Mr. Calvin Coolidge, 
in a letter which he spent to his 
eminence, Cardinal LBonzano, on 
the opening day of the eucharistic 
congress in Chicago, said these 
memorable words: “If our coun- 
try has attained to political suc- 
cess, if our people are devoted to 
the Constitution, it is because our 
institutions are in harmony with 
its religious beliefs.

The answer is: Hatred and in- 
creasing hatred as the payments in- 
crease, while the reason for them, 
the final answer, will be 2 common 
bond of hatred between all those 
peoples who must blesd them- 
selves during 62 years in order to 
make the richest nation in the 
world still richer. 

We are 120.000,000 people, and 
collection of 10 times the war debts 
would not repay us for gaining the 
hatred of 450,000,000 ina world 
which will have forgotten the war 
and will think of the Untted States 
only as an inexorable financial ty- 
rant.

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| ‘THE TRUTH ABOUT RUSSIA. 

Not every American agrees with our continued 
refusal to recognize the Soviet Government of Rus 
sia. This dissent has been given some distinction by 
Senator Borah. He thinks it folly that we should for- 
feit our trade with Russia because we do not like 
| her form of government, and he makes the point 
that Russia as bitterly dislikes our form of govern- 
ment and is still willing to trade with us. 

Records of the U. S. Department of Commerce show 
that for the first six months of this year Russian 
imports valued at $8,636,903 came to this country, 
being chiefly furs and manganese. Exports to Rus 
sia in the same period were valued at $22,754,121, 
one-half of which was cotton. The value of Russian 
imports last year was $12,737,731, of exports to that 
country, $68,195,686.

What a political superman, and what a meddler, 
M. Clemenceau is! He can address the President of 
the United States upon the subject of the French war 
debt over the head of the French Government, and 
without waiting to see if Mr. Coolidge is going to 
make it public or not, he can give his appeal to the 
American people! 

Only M. Clemenceau could do that, but not even he 
can do it without criticism. This is not the way in 
which our foreign affairs are conducted. Let us sup 
pose, for instance, that after he left the White House 
Mr. Wilson had appealed to some foreign Govern- 
ment in the matter of its relation to the League of 
Nations, going over Mr. Harding’s head precisely as 
M. Clemenceau has gone over the head of the French 
Government in his letter to Mr. Coolidge. Yet that 
would have been identical with what M. Clemenceau 
has done, albeit the French Government is doubt- 
less quite in sympathy with the temper of the Tiger’s 
appeal. It is not unthinkable that M. Poincare might 
have inspired it. 

Washington, however, is naturally much more vexed

That 
is natural. They are most fearful who have the most | 
to lose. Nevertheless the improbability that Russia | 
is all we think her to be is certain to attract inquiry 
from America. We are a people whose intellectual 
honesty is quite well known. It was what enabled 
us to participate in the World War upon terms which | 
renounced any part of the booty. | 

There is nothing new about the self-imposed mis- | 
sion of this American junket to Russia. There are | 
striking instances of the same thing in history. Its | 
motive, however, is not precisely the motive of either | 
the Romans who went to see if the Greeks were as.

A NEW BRAIN STIMULANT—NGO 


By ALAN MACDONALD. 
OW that architectural gen- 
N juses have succeeded in con- 
structing practically sound- 
proof rooms and buildings even in 
the heart of din-ridden New York 
and other great cities, are other 
scientists going to prove that 
noise—confused, crazy, bedlam- 
like noise—is really a useful brain 


stimulant? Already they have as- 


certained that rumble and racket 
are stimulants. And the quest is 
still on to determine just how use- 
ful they can be. 

In- more specific, if more aston- 
ishing concepts, is the time com- 
ing when brain workers, business 
men and big executives will have 
in their soundproof offices peauti- 
fully made noise cabinets—much 
like modern music boxes and ra- 
dio equipment? When their minds 
are fatigued, when their work be- 
comes tiresome and repellact, will 
they turn on the old noise bcx 
and refresh themselves with five 
minutes of such orchestration a5 
may be furnished by the ringing 
of cow bells, beating of tin pans, 
whining of tuning forks, and the 
rattle of women’s French heels on 
cement? 

In the light of certain experi- 
ments conducted recently by Frof. 
Presley D. Stout of the Psychology 
Department of New York Univer- 
sity, and other scientists, all this 
is far from being in the category 
of a Jules Verne dream. These 
researches have shown that plain 
ordinary hubbub has the power to 
increase activity of the mind, at

UT the experiments by which

Q, R, S and Y,” says the test di- 
rector. “Work as swiftly and as 
accurately as possible, and what- 
ever happens, don’t stop. There 
may be considerable noise—in 
fact, there will be. When it be- 
gins, make a mark to show your 
progress up to that time, and go 
right on crossing out the desig- 
nated letters.” 

There is five minutes in which 
silence is broken only by the faint 
hum of pencils on paper. Then the 
notse orchestra’ breaks into har- 
mony—or, disharmony. Practical-

of noise on the capacity of the 
brain to do work requiring a high 
degree of concentration. 

What follows certainly would 
have driven an old-time school 
master profoundly insane. The 
students, of course, sit in iong 
rows of benches in the frant of 
the room. At the professor’s in- 
Stance, each is given a large sheet 
of paper upon which are several 
up-and-down columns of thor. 
oughly disarranged letters of the 
alphabet. As the students look at 
the pages, into the rear of the 
room files the noise orchestra! 
Bells, tuning forks, rattles, tin 
Pans and kettles! 

“Now, then, you are to cross 
out on the sheets, beginning at the 
top of the first row, all the letters

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ly all the students start, eyes 
blink, some shiver; but all keep 
right on working. The observers 
note that many draw themselves 
together as it were, increasing the 
tenseness of their muscles. Lines 
come about their eyes, the muscles 
of the throat become taut, and 
they grit their teeth. The shriek- 
ing, whining, rumbling, rattling 
orchestra wails on. This contin- 
ues for five minutes, and then the 
test is pronounced complete. 

And now comes the strangest 
part of the thing. Comparison of 
the work done in the two periods 
shows that in almost every case 
more has been accomplished while 


the noise band played than in the 
period of.quiet. The noise has 
actually acted as a stimulant. The 
din has, in the words of Prof. 
Stout, provided an additional 
stimulus, or motivation, which has 
found a response in increased 
work on the columns. 

“Naturally, every stimulus 
awakens a response,” explains 
Prof. Stout. “I rap this pencil 
sharply on the desk here and your 
eyes blink. Or there is a tighten- 
ing of the muscles elsewhere in 
the body. So, it may be fair to 
assume that the stimulus of the 
noise called forth additional en- 
ergy or response in the workers, 
and because they were concentrat- 
ed on their task, and kept them- 
selves so, it found an outlet in in- 
creased speed and accuracy.” 

ORE in keeping with gen- 
M eral ideas, however, was a 

second part of this test. 
Herein the students carried out 
the same sort of work, but jazz, 
singing and waltz music was sub- 
stituted for the noise orchestra. 
The result was, Prof. Stout said, 
that jazz proved to be the best 
stimulant of the three. Waltz 
music, it appeared, had a tendenty 
to slow up some of the workers, 
but jazz seemed to spur them on 
to efforts greater than the norm 
established in the quiet periods. 

“Of course, these experiments 
were carried on with comparative- 
ly little effort to insure scientific 
accuracy, and are merely indica. 
tive of a principle that has come 
to be pretty well recognized,” 
Prof. Stout told me. 

ET elsewhere more precise re- 
search has, curiously enough, 
yielded much the same result. 

Not long ago, an investigator at 
Columbia University set out to 
ascertain what effect noise had on 
the mind in action. Why is it, for 
instance, that persons habitually 
seek a quiet place in which ta 
read books. And is such quiet ac- 


tually essential to concentration 
in reading, or is this idea of quiet 
always in vogue in libraries and 
reading rooms merely due to cus- 
tom? 

With the greatest scientific care 
this investigator worked out a 
system of experiment designed to 
eliminate all factors that might 
affect the accuracy and directness 
of his results as an answer to the 
problem. For instance, as every 
one knows, after a person does a 
task a number of times it becomes 
easier—more automatic. Hz does 
it with less and less mental ac- 
tion. So the work had to be 
something that involved separate 
independent mental action and 
judgment each time—so as to dis- 
count the effect of what we call 
habit and practice. - 

In this test, then, the subjects 
were led into a dark, still room. 
They were seated before key- 
boards upon which were numer- 
ous letters and figures. Before 
them was a lighted slot or board. 
Upon this, one after the other, 
letters and figures were flashed, 
and the subjects were required to 
press the corresponding key on 
their boards. By an ingenious 
electrical connection, as s0°n as 
the subject had touched the right 
key, a new letter flashed on the 
board. By this system, each act 
cleared the way for the succeed- 
ing one, and so permitted the 
subject to go as fast as he could. 

For ten minutes the subjects 
worked on in absolute quiet in 
the darkened room. A second 
variation of the electrical device 
registered the amount of work 
done—namely, the number of 
keys accurately pressed. Then, for 
another 10 minutes, noise was in- 
troduced. Bells, tuning forks, and 
other distractions were set up. At 
another time music was used in- 
stead of noise. 

The results here were consid- 
erably more precise than those ob- 
tained by Prof. Stout. They indi- 
cated. for instance, that durirg 
the first part of the noise period. 
the efficiency of the subjects, as « 
general thing, fell below that of 
the quiet period. During the re- 
mainder of the period, however, 
they surpassed themselves, achiev- 
ing under the stimulus the best
